then at Lindsay, He was elected Mayor of Lindsay by acclama- 
tion in 1873. 

Senator Dobson was noted in his own’ district for his active 
interest in all public affairs, He was president of the Bogrd of 
Trade at Lindsay, Presdient of the South Victoria Agricultural 
Society and chairman of the School Board for many years, For 
over a quarter of a century he was president of the South Victoria 
Conservative associatidn, He was called to the Senate in 1892,

Graham, the member for Brockville 
to succeed Hon. Geo. W. Ror, a 
leader of the Opposition in the Pro 
vincial Parliament.

GRAIN SHORTAGE IN WEIGHING. 


How to Estimate Quantity. 
Simple and Effective Rules. 

Many complaints have been made 
by farmers against the shortage which 
takes place in grain weighing, and as 
in many instances no admission is 
allowed into the mill while this pro- 
cess is going on, a few hints regard- 
ing methods by which the quantity 
can be estimated in the car may be 
of great use. A well-known Lloyd- 
minster authority on farming matters, 
Mr. R. B. Dixon, has suggested the 
following for the shipper who is in a | 
hurry or has no scales with which to 
weigh the whole car load. 

The actual measurements from the | 
floor of the car to the wheat line 
should be ascertained, together with 
the length and breadth of the car, | 
and the cubic capacity reckoned. | 
This quantity should be divided by | 
2,150, and the number of bushels in 
the car is thus calculated. By multi- 
plying this number by 60 we get an 
approximation of the weight of grain 
in the car, but this amount cannot be | 
taken as quite accurate as the weight 
of a bushel is not constant, varying 
with the quality of the wheat and | 
the condition which it is in at the 
time so that a good plan would be to 
take a sample bushel and weigh it, | 
and by multiplying the weight by | 
the number of bushels previously as- | 
certained a close approximation to! 
the whole weight is secured, 

The weighing of the sample should 
be done in every case, 60 consider- 
able is the variation in the weight of 
the wheat, a difference of two or | 
three pounds to the bushel existing | 
between wheat fully matured and | 
threshed dry from the stack, and that 
threshed straight from the stook. In 
wet weather, again, moisture is ab- 
sorbed, causing the weight to exceed 
60 pounds, but this latter will in all | 
probability evaporate before the grain | 
reaches Fort William, so that it is 
important for the weighers to weigh 
a sample bushel at Fort William. 
Take for example a car 36 feet long, 
& ft. 6 in. wide, and height to wheat 
mark 4 ft, 2 in. This gives 2,203,200 
cubic inches, accommodating 1,024,- 
744 bushels, and supposing the wheat 
to weigh out 58 pounds to the bushel 
we have a total of 59,435 pounds. 

There are several sizes of cars, 60 
perhaps the figures applying to these 
may be useful. A car 34 ft. by 8 ft. 
1 in. by 4 ft. 6 1-2 in. contains 1,104,- 
445 bushels; one 36 ft. by 8 ft. 6 in. 
by 4 ft. 3.12 in. 1,121,697 bushels, 
and another 35 ft. by 8 {t. 4 1-2 in. by 
4 it. 6 in., 1,097,469 bushels.

Friction from Belt Spread Flames on 
Factory Fleer, Five incinerated

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BRITISH COLUMBIA LUMBER 
DEALS. 


Alleged ‘Swindle 


A great deal of dumber has recently 
been shipped from British Columbia 
to Ban Francisco, and the result is a 
present shortage of lumber. 

Althoagh it cannot ‘be denied that 
the lu@ber has gone to San Fran- 
cisco, Where there is an extensive de- 
mand for it owihg to the rebuilding 
of the city after its destruction by 
earthquake and fire, yet it is con- 
tended that large quantities have 
Gone there only as a blend to obtain 
advantage of the preferred duty rates 
which have prevailed there since the 
disosior to he'p the restoration of the 
city, and that they bave been sent on 
from there to Panama to be used on 
the canal works. 

Sharp work seems to have been 
practised here, for not only has there 
been caused @ scarcity of lumber in 
this region, but the lumber combine 
has sold its:products directly to the 
United States without paying full 
duty, thereby causing a loss to that 
country of thousands of dollars, this 
amount having been divided between 
the managers of the scheme and the 
lumbermen. It is time that this 
matter was looked into 
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WINTER HIGHWAY BETWEEN 
WHITE HORSE AND DAWSON 
CITY. 


The day when the lone prospector 
could be seen trudging along over 
the frozen trails to the north in 
search of gold has passed away for 
now well-equipped sleighs, drawn by 
fine teams, carry the north-bound 
traveller speedily over the highway 
to the north—-the 330 mile journey 
from the White Horse Pass to Daw- 
son City. 

Not long since the plucky miner, 
wending his way north in the depth 
of winter, so as to be on the gold 
fields by the first touch of spring, 
packed his scanty supplies on a dog 
sleigh and “ mushing” along behind 
it with a helping push covered that 
long, lonesome journey sustained by 
the hope of a great fortune in the 
near future, 

Just as a person would go to the 
ticket office and purchase a_ ticket 
from Edmonton to Calgary, so can he 
now purchase one right through to 
Dawson and Fairbanks, this having 
just lately been instituted for the first 
time. 

The trails were not in a condition 
for the sleighs to run until last week, 
but the latest report from the White 
Horse Pass states that sleigh com- 
munication is now in full swing. 

The valley route to Fairbanks was 
tarted a month ago, and two stage 
lines are now handling passengers 
and mail, whilst access can now be 
had from Caribou to Atlin.

TO DAWSON IN THREE DAYS 
FROM VANCOUVER. 


There has arrived at Vancouver 
from Dawson, Thomas O’Brien, mem- 
ber of the Yukon Council, originator 
and contractor of the Klondike rail- 
way, on his way to London. 

From Point Barrow, in the distant 
north, all the way, down to Mexico 
he is as well known as any man, 80 
extensive have been his wanderings 
and sO prominent is he at present in 
opening up the distant Yukon. Be- 
fore the C.P.R. opened up the West 
he had found his way there, and in 
the course of his travels met Frank 
Oliver, now Minister of the Interior. 
The Hon, Frank at that time was in 
need of a conveyance for his printing 
press and baggage,, and stage-driver 
O’Brien drove him 600 miles across 
the prairie to Edmonton, where Oliver 
started the paper which was destined 
to raise him to the ministry. 

A desire for adventure led O’Brien 
to Klondike, and now he is one of 
the chief owners of Klondike City, 
which lies across the river from Daw- 
son. The value of this strip of 
ground hag increased greatly of late, 
because of the railway needing a por- 
tion of it for sidings and yards and 
the rich soil which composes it. 

Mr. O'Brien's purpose in visiting 
London is to see the financiers of his 
railway. Jerome Chute spent halt a 
million in constructing three miles of 
it, then lost heart amd gave up the 
task. 

His place was taken by O’Brien, 
who added the nine miles required to 
reach Bonanza, as well ag construct 
ing twelve miles more to Sulphur 
Springs, where the railway ends at 
present. Rumors are ripe that 4 
further ext usion is being planned to 
Stewart River, if not further, and no 


doubt Mr. O’Brien’s visit to London 


is to further this scheme. 

The Klondike Mines Railway has 
iwo plang befote it, and at present 
doubt exists as to which would prove 
the better. One proposes extending 
the road after it reaches Stewart 
River to White Horse, so as to make 
a connéction with the railroad thefe, 
as then thefe would be 4 direct course 
to Skagway. 

The rich Stewart, Duncan and Hiatt 
creeks provide the other attraction, 
and the second plan is to go down 
south through these to the Atlin 
country or in such direction that a 
connection could be made with the 
new G.T.P. line that will cross the 
northern part of British Columbia, 
or at least with one of the branches 
which it will undoubtedly throw out 
to the north, Announcement has al- 
reudy been made by the G.T.P. 
authorities that they intend to pro- 
ceed north into the Yukon, and as | 
there are very few possible routes '© 
strike into the north the course of the 
Klondike Railway will be the one 
aimed at, as it is by far the best 
afforded by the configuration of the 
ground. Either connection would be 
of inestimable value to Dawson, as 
the one would provide an outlet to | 
the ocean direct and the other would 
bring it within a two and a half or) 
three days’ journey from Vancouver. 
Within the next five or six years we 
shall, in all probability, see one of 
these routes fully esteblished, and 
the trip to Yukon will then be quite 
an easy matter.

FIRST WHEAT ORDER FROM FAR 
EAST. 


The Vancouver Milling and Grein 
Company has received an order for 
25,000 bushels of hard wheat, and this 
will be the first consignment of its 
kind to be shipped to the Orient. 
The previous demands of China have 
been exclusively for soft winter wheat 
and as the Canadian supply of this 
sort of grain is limited and mono- 
polized by the home market the Uni- 
ted States has furnished China’s re- 
quirements, all attempts to get the 
Chinese to buy our hard wheat hav- 
ing hitherto been unavailing. In the 
opinion of J. E. Hall, manager of the 
above grain company, this marks the 
beginning of a vast volume of wheat 
shipping from Alberta, 

He estimates that there will be an 
increase of 250 per cent, in grain pro- 
duction in our province next year, 
and probably a much greater one, 
the surplus finding its way to the 
Orient via Vancouver. 

The government is being memorial- 
ized to assist in the erection of a ter- 
minal elevator and to alter the rates 
of transportation so as to facilitate 
the transfer of the wheat to Van- 
couver Alberta rejoices at hearing 
that the market. on which she has 
been building her hopes for years has 
now opened,

Heavy snow- 
storms accompanied by violent gales 
and even thunderstorms have been 
raging for days, and there has already 
been one serious railroad accident 
through this, near Arbroath, Scotland, 
resulting in much Ioss of life whilst 
many more were injured. Railroad 
traffic became almost completely tied 
up, Large cities. such as Edinburgh, 
Perth and Dundee are nearly isolated 
and the telegraph service is disor- 
ganized. From Wales and Ireland 
come similar tales, ftrains snowbound 
and passengers suffering from cold 
and hunger.  Relie€ trains have been 
sent out, and these in turn have be- 


come embedded in the snow. Snow 
troubles ere not the only ones, the 
heavy gales that have been raging 


round the coasts aving caused many 
shipwrecks, includimg the. foundering 
of an unknown steamer off Rhosecolin 
Point, Wales, and the loss of a Japan. 
ese liner in the North Sea. 

In the mountain district of France 
much suffering is being caused by the 
heavy snowfall, and | floods are report- 
ed from the mountain districts of Ar- 
dennes, The drifts are so deep in 
Belgium that comnaunication is en- 
tively cut off in many districts, es- 
pecially in the Hertoyen forest. 

The Swiss uplands are already un- 
der six feet of snow, some of the 
mountain villages {being completely 
isolated from the rest of the world. 
Germany, Austria and Hungary have 
similar tales to tell.

HORNBACK CASE 


BEFORE THE CORONER: 


Terrible Tale of Hardship by Partners Which Led 
Up to the Killing--Crazy Rancher Was Dead Be- 
fore Police Left Edmonton--How the Five-Hun- 
dred Mile Trip Was Made Through the Snow 


The inquest into the death of Ira 
Hornback, the ingane rancher from Coch- 
rane, who was shot in self-defence by 


hie comrades at the Big Eddy of the 
Macleoiriver was begun at the £amon- 
toa police court on Saturday afternoon 
and will eb conciudedd this evening. 
‘rhe two parties of Mounted ‘Police sent 
Out arrived in ine city the previous 
night with the boty of the untortun- 
ate man and the participants in tne 
tragedy. The inqu*s. was conduct d by 
Wr. Braithwaite, with Meagsra, J. &. 
Wize, Robt. Douglas, Hinchlitt, Walsh, 
Butterfield and Koss, and aiter the evi- 
aence of Peter Gunn, J.'P., of Lac Ste. 
Anne, Neergaard and Constable Shand, 
an adjourninent was made for a4 post 
mortem examination, assisted by Mr. 
Stone. 

Mr. Cogewell was present and ex- 
amined the witness on behalf of ine 
Crown. 

The evidence, so far as given gce; 
to show that the homicial was {n selt- 
defence, Neergaard, one o: the men who 
fired, teatifying that there was no o(h- 
er alternative in the circumatances, 

Peter Gunn, a J. P. of Lac Ste. Ann®, 
testified 10 seeing Hornback when Le 
went through in July and afterwards. 
He received the resort of his insanity 
and gent to Edmonton for Mounted 
Police aasistance. 

Constable Shand, who had charge of 
the first party of the Mounted Volico 
testified o. the trip north, as he had 
deacribed it io the Bulletin. He took 
atatements from Mr. Neergaard, de- 
ceaged’s parincr, Mr. Berthon, tne store 
keeper, and Mr. Morrow, his clerk, 
with referenc® io the killing of Horn- 
back. The voijy he found wrapped up 
in canvas in a tent beside the shack. 
Five days were spent collecting ‘e¢ 
ceasid's horecs. Thirty-three were 
procured, but they dicd at the rate of 
twa or three a day till Lobatick lake 
was reached, where they we-e lefi. 

The co-oner explained to the rext 
witness, Neergaard, that as he was 
charged with the death, he ne! make 
no etatement unless he wished. He ex- 
pressed his willingnees, however, to 
make a full statement. 

Taking the stand, he t-sitified he had 
come to Canada three yoars ago. He 
met deceased at Lac Ste Anne The 
latter had intanded taking hie stock ov- 
er the Yellowhead pass to Britie® Col- 
umbia. He aaw deceased a number of 
timea while passing io and fro from 
the mountaine on aeurvey. He was 
camping on the trail. Finally witness 
joined him on his visit to Lac Ste 
Anne the last of October. Witness ex- 
plained symptoms of insanity shown by 
deceaged guch a@ a desire to put cof- 
tee into the bread, the delusion that 
‘the enoowsnoee were running away 
with hie employee, that hie cap was 
frozen to his head, that hie horses were 
being shot and that his food was [roz- 
en. itneas had deceased almosi 1e-- 
suaded to go to Lac Ste. Anne, but in 
the morning when ready to etart Horn- 
back refused too let the orovisions 
leave the house. He got the insane 
man to bed, however, and as he could 
not manage him, sent word to the 
police. After aome days drceare! crove 
witnees from the house, tiling bin to 
etay outeide till he froze atiff, He 
went to. the eiore, but later paid sev- 


eral visits with Morrow and Berthow, 
ani Sinclair and Frank, who lived in 
the near-by shack. On each occasion 
they were driven away, and afverwards 
Hovsncack came to the store, driving all 
away Neergaard told of the aavon- 
tures of the tnree days the party were 
Kept trom the etore by Hornback, a1.d 
expllained the final tatal shooting. At 
the time Neergaard and Morrou, who 
| each tired, wer about lorty yarus die- 
tant and the time was the early gray 
of morning, on Sunday, December stn. 
| -vhile he wae in the gore he cestruyed 
almost everything and killled a dog 
by smasning ‘te nead with an axe. 

On their return from the Muskeg riv- 
er it was decided to take steps to cap- 
ture, if possible, the madman. Unaer

Neergaard and Morrow 
crept forward with two guns that

They brought 
with them the body of the unfortunate 
vietim of ‘the far northern lonlineas and 
whose life was taken by! his com- 
panions in the only hops of saving their 
own, ~ 

Hornback is a man of giant stature 
atanding about 6 feet 4 inches -in 
(jeight and weighnig in the neighbor- 

| ood of 240 pounda) He wag about 38 
| years of age and was 4 particularly 
powerful man. 

. ‘The story of the trip ta the northand 
| the killing of Hornback was lucidly 
, told to the Bulletin reporter by 

Constable Shand who was in charge of 

| the first party. It was composed of 
Constables Shand, Stark and Sam Ad- 
| ams, who weat as 4 guide. They left 
| Edmonton on the 20th of December and 
| reached Lac Ste Anne the following 
| day. There they were outfitted by 
| the Hudsoa’s Bay Co., who had the con- 
| tract for bringing out the horses and 
| on Christmas morning they etarted for 
'ghe Grand Eddy with three aleighs, 
eix horses, a half-breed and another 
white man.

Ar- 
riving at the store he accosied Barthou 

with the inquiry for his commrade. | 
Von Neergaard was pointed out behind © 
the building and then the owner of the 
| gtore started in haste to seek shelter 
Hornback grabbed up an immense 
crogscut saw and approached hia part- 
ner, Von Neergaard. The latter de- 
fended himself tenporarily by seizing | 
an axe and later made hie escape 
from the neighborhood of the build- 
ing , while the madman fired ahot al- 
ter shot from a rife which he had | 
eeized, at the fleeing men. 

For three days, Barthou, Morrou and | 

Von Neergaard, without any firearms 
or other means of defence reinained in 

the intense cold with no shelter but 

the brush and no provieion but. asmall | 
| bannack. 

Some distance off was a shack in 
which two men lived ,the only, habita- 
tion for fourteen miles. This building 
was a target for the madman but the 
occupants escaped uninjured. Four- | 
teen miles away at the Muskeg river | 
were a amall colony of half breeds, 
but when the besieged party sought to 
obtain assistance and to give warning 
there they found the residents were 
away on a_ hunt. 

During all this time Hornback held 
possession of the store destroying near- 
ly all the goods which it contained, and 
throwing large quantities of cartridges 
and powder into the fire. It is esti- 
mated that the damage done was at 
least $800.
